WASHINGTON (AP) - John D. 
Ehrlichman blames a former deputy 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency for its role in the Watergate 
coverup. 


And the former White House adviser 
says he can’t recall asking for CIA 
assistance that E. Howard Hunt used 
in the Ellsberg burglary. 


Ehrlichman’s testimony conflicts 
with that of present and former CIA 
officials. The Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee on intelligence today 
called former presidential chief of 
staff H.R. Haldeman to give his ver­ 
sion in a closed session. 
Ehrlichman testified behind closed 
doors Wednesday, then gave newsmen 
a 17-page transcript of his prepared 
testimony. The question-and-answer 
portion of his testimony wasn't 
released. 
Ehrlichman said he wouldn’t have 
ordered restrictions on the F B I’s 
Watergate investigation last year if 
CIA Deputy Director Vernon Walters 


had stated flatly that there was no 
danger of uncovering secret CIA oper­ 
ations in Mexico. 
But instead, Ehrlichman said. 
Walters gave an "equivocal response" 
during a meeting in June 1972, shortly 
after the Watergate raid Haldeman 
and former CIA Director Richard 
Helms also were at the meeting 


On the Ellsberg matter. Ehrlichman 
said he hasn't the faintest recollection 
of making a telephone call which 
former CIA Deputy Director Robert 
Cushman swears he received around 
July 7, 1971. 


Ehrlichman said it is possible 
someone else called Cushman and 
used his name. He also said Cushman 
wrote him a memorandum earlier this 
year saying he couldn’t recall who 
made the telephone call. 
On May ll Cushman gave a sworn 
affidavit to House investigators saying 
he received the call from Ehrlichman. 
who "stated that Howard Hunt was a 
bona fide employe, a consultant on 


security matters, and that Hunt would 
come to see me and request assistance 
which Mr. Ehrlichman requested that 
I give.’’

Hunt 
obtained 
disguises, forged identification, a 
camera, a recorder and other gear 
used in the burglary Sept 3, 1971, of 
Dr. Ix»wis Fielding, a Beverly Hills, 
Calif., psychiatrist who treated 
Pentagon papers defendant Daniel 
Ellsberg.

Sirica approved a Justice Department 
request for a 20-day delay in granting 
immunity to ousted White House 
Counsel John W Dean III and Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, former deputy 
director of the Nixon campaign.

Intelligence Agency Cloud Slips 


R E Y K JA V IK , Iceland (A P ) - 
President Georges Pompidou of 
France warned President Nixon today 
that there would be "great danger’’ in 
any unilateral cutback of America’s 
300,000 strong military force in Eu­ 
rope. 


In the first session of the French- 
American summit conference, the two 
leaders ranged widely over the 
problems confrontfng the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Their exchanges were "very useful 
and 
constructive,” 
a 
French 
spokesman said after the 24-hour 
meeting which ran on 30 minutes 
beyond its scheduled span. 
While Nixon and Pompidou were 
focusing on the political and strategic 
issues of the transatlantic partnership, 
their foreign and finance ministers 
were meeting separately on the more 
practical and technical problems that 
divide the United States and France. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and Foreign Minister Michel Jobert 
examined the tense situation in the 
Mideast, in Vietnam where a frail 
peace settlement is barely hanging to­ 
gether and in Cambodia where fighting 
persists. On each of these issues there 
were gaps between the two sides. 
On the money, trade and economic 
front, Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz and Finance Minister Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing discussed ways in 
which key governments can act to help 


restore a stable world monetary 
system. Here, too, American and 
French ideas differed. 
Ronald L. Ziegler, White House 
press secretary, told newsmen the 
emphasis in the first presidential 
exchanges was on "the evolution in the 
future of the Atlantic alliance.” He 
reported that Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s adviser on national 
security affairs, sat in the entire 
session. Pompidou was accompanied 
only by his own interpreter. 
In discussion of the future of the 
transatlantic partnership Pompidou, 
according to his spokesman, insisted 
on "the extraordinary importance of 
the presence of U.S. troops in Europe 
and on the great danger of a unilateral 
reduction of these troops.” 
His meaning, on the basis of known 
French positions, seemed clear. 
Pompidou was signalling, in the first 
place, France would resist any U.S. 
move to bargain defense concessions 
to the European allies for economic 
concessions. 
The Nixon administration has 
disavowed any such intention. 
The French, nevertheless, .suspect 
deals of this kind could result from 
Kissinger’s proposal for linking 
negotiations on transatlantic political, 
defense and economic subjects. 
The French leader also had in mind 
the current conference in Vienna on 
East-West force cuts. 
France has stayed out of these talks. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Central 
Intelligence Agency’s cloak is slipping. 
Licensed for secrecy by law and long 
practice, the intelligence agency is 
coming under unfamiliar scrutiny in 
the fallout of the Watergate affair. 
President Nixon hinted at the scope 
of covert CIA operations when he said 
he feared some of them might be 
compromised by an immediate, 
unrestricted investigation of the 
political wiretapping. 
Now there is conflicting con­ 
gressional testimony as to how that 
came to be translated into the orders 
and understandings that figured in th** 
initial Watergate coverup. 
Four congressional panels have been 
looking 
into 
that, 
and 
into 
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acknowledged (’IA involvement in the 
Daniel Ellsberg-Pentagon papers 
case. 


The law that created the agency 26 
y€»ars ago forbids its involvement in 
internal-securitv functions. But tile 


Ellsberg case, and Nixon’s account of 
an intelligence plan he said was not 
implemented, involve domestic ac­ 
tivities. 
To tlus point, the CIA cover is intact 
so far as what it spends ami how is 
concerned.

Showdown Again Draws 
Near On State Lottery Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A 
showdown is near in the Ohio House on 
a bill that takes the first step toward 
creation of a state lottery, but sponsors 
are not optimistic. 
Sen. Ronald M Mottl, D-24 Parma, 
has a backup bill ready and will offer it 
immediately if the worst of his fears 
about 
the 
pending 
measure 
materialize. 
A joint conference committee 
agreed 5-1 Wednesday on the proposal 
which would establish a state lottery 
commission. But it was virtually the 
same proposal rejected by House Re­ 
publicans May IO. GOP support is 
needed to get the bill through with an 
immediately effective emergency 
clause. 
The committee session came on a 
busy legislative day that included the 
first big setback for a major bill 
allowing Ohio cities to utilize private 
capital to eliminate slums. 
Members of both parties ripped into 
the measure, mainly a provision that 
would permit private corporations to 
use the power of eminent domain to de­ 
velop blighted areas. 
Rep. Thomas Fries, D-35 Dayton, 
and other sponsors, saw support for 
their bill slipping and finally asked 
that it be returned to the House Ijoeal 
Government Committee. The House 
agreed. 
In other developments: 
—The House added its approval to a 
Senate bill exempting motion picture 
projectionists from prosecution in the 
showing of allegedly obscene films. 
The vote was 62-29 after rejection of 
amendments to make projectionists 
liable after being 
notified by 
a 
prosecutor, and to add other non­ 
organized theater employes to the ex­ 
emption. 
—The House approved and sent to the 
Senate measures conforming Ohio’s 
garnishment law with the Federal 


Consumer Protection Act, requiring 
big county election boards to remain 
open until 9 p.m. one night each week 
to register voters, and requiring in­ 
surance companies to notify the state 
of disciplinary actions against them in 
other states. 


—The Senate passed three bills and 
sent them to the House, among them a 
bill to standardize procedures for the 
administration of 
rollback 
and 
homestead exemptions in property tax 
relief laws. The others make it a 
misdemeanor to occupy a travel or 
house trailer while it is on a highway, 
and allow female public employes to 
use sick leave for pregnancies. 


—Senators completed passage of a 
House bill that allows a driver’s 
license to be used as bond in certain 
traffic arrest cases. Sponsors said the 
measure would save arresting officers 
70,000 man hours a year and, in the 
case of the Ohio Highway Patrol, be 
the same as hiring 45 additional of­ 
ficers. 
Mottl, who also sponsored the 
constitutional amendment that lifted a 
state ban against lotteries May 8, 
wants the commission bill passed as 
an emergency measure so that a 
lottery can be created this year. The 
legislature would probably adjourn 
before it could act on commission 
recommendations under a regular bill 
that didn’t take effect for 90 days, h< 
said. 
The Parma Democrat has as an 
alternative bill that would .sidestep the. 
commission approach and have the 
legislature vote directly to create a lot­ 
tery. He said if the lottery is not set up 
this year, the state stands to lose $2( 
million or more. 
Rep Joseph P Tulley, K-59 Mentor, 
who represented House Republicans 
on the conference committee, said the 
committee action represented 
an 
exercise in futility.” 


He said Republicans will remain 
finn in their demands that any 
proceeds from a lottery would be set 
aside for property tax relief "I don’t 
think 
they 
can crack eight Re­ 
publicans,” Tulley said 
He 
referred 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
Democrats have 58 votes in the House, 
with 66-or two-thirds 
required for 
emergency bills. 
House sponsors did not indicate 
when they will ask the House to con­ 
sider the conference committee 
report. They may do so at any time 
during a floor session. Mottl said the 
Senate will not act on Hie report until 
the issue is resolved in the lower 
chamber. 
The decision to send the socalled 
impacted cities bill back to committee 
came 
after 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans said they feared private 
corporations could use eminent 
domain to usurp the authority of local 
governments. 
Rep 
Patrick A. Sweeney, D-6 
Cleveland, was the chief Democratic 
opponent. "Its intent is to get tile 
responsibility of government away 
from government and give it to 
somebody else who can then say they 
had nothing to do with it,” he said. 
"This is give-away day if this 
atrocious piece of trash clears this 
House,” said Tulley, who led the 
Republican assault. 
Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton arid 
the Senate sponsor, said hr? requested 
House sponsors to return the bill to 
committee because it became clear 
"we have some more work to do 
on 
people not on the bill.” 
Hall said the same objections to the 
measure were raised in the Senate 
"and answered” and that he feels the 
House eventually will accept some 
kind of a compromise. 'Die bill was in­ 
troduced at the request of city officials 
in Dayton and has the backing of the 
Ohio Municipal I>eague.

The aircraft took off from there 
before dawn today with tin* two 
masked hijackers and their hostages 
for lima, Peru, lait it was forced to 
return to Aruba because the engines’ 
oil ran low. 
A report from Princess Beatriz 
Airport rn Aruba said the hijackers 
then permitted 33 women and children 
to leave the aircraft for food and 
medical attention. That left 56 passen­ 
gers and crewmen remaining on board 
with the hijackers. 
The plane was hijacked in Colombia 
Wednesday by the hijackers armed 
with submachine guns. Early today

The AAA said it expects gasoline to 
lie in critically short supply in some 
states. 
A. K. 
M urway, public affairs 
director of the Cleveland Automobile 
Club,

the

southeastern sta tes is the m ost 
critical. 
The AAA said there are 40,300 
gasoline stations in the southeast and 
that 189 are already closed and 656 are 
threatening to close within a week. The 
situation will worsen, it added. 
The second most critical area in­ 
cludes the states around Ohio. 
There are 44,000 stations in that 
region. The AAA said 165 are closed, 
and 200 more are threatening to shut 
down within the week. 
I jess critical but worth watching are 
California, Nevada and Arizona and 
the northwestern states adjacent to 
Washington and Oregon, the AAA says 
in its national fuel gage report, to be 
issued Monday. 
States in the Kansas-Iowa area are 
the least critical, Murway said. 
The Cleveland office of the Canadian 
Governm ent Travel Bureau said 
Canada does not have a fuel shortage 
and doesn’t anticipate one.

ommending that its members fly to 
their destinations, then rent a car. 
He also said that special warnings 
are being issued to motorists traveling

Algebra Magic Promoted By Solon 
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Rogers Notes Nationalism 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P )

Columbus lawmaker is asking Ohio to 
spend $1.5 million on an educational 
venture under which children from 
poor racial 
minority 
areas 
“ can 
succeed brilliantly in advanced 
algebra in the lowest elementary 
grades.” 
Rep. Phale Hale, D-31 Columbus, 
introduced in the legislature a 
measure permitting state financing in 
a non-profit national program known 
as 
S E E D , 
Special 
Elem entary 
Education for the Disadvantaged. 
Disadvantaged children having 
trouble with letters and reading can be 
taught, even in the fourth and fifth 
grades, advanced college math, says 
Brian Stetcher, Columbus S E E D 
project director 


The Columbus program has been in 
operation for the past nine months with 
funds provided by the state under the 
Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act of 1965. Hale’s bill would seek to 
expand it statewide on a pilot basis. 
Steelier said the Columbus teachers, 
who serve voluntarily after a training 
program, 
came 
from 
Battelle 
Memorial Institute, Bell laboratories 
and Ohio State University. 
“ Advanced mathematicians get real 
excited about working with elemen­ 
tary school pupils,” he said. 
William P. Johntz, founder of the 
program which now is funded by the 
legislatures 
of 
California 
and 
Michigan, said students not only learn 
advanced math concepts quickly, “ but 
they also develop a greater self­ 


confidence that enables them to do 
better in other studies.” 
Steelier and Hale set up a demon­ 
stration for the education committees 
of the Senate and House May 22 with a 
class of fourth-grade youngsters from 
Fair Ave. School in Columbus. 
Hale’s bill would provide for state 
grants to school districts with disad­ 
vantaged pupils—defined in the 1965 
federal act— for supplies and other 
costs, and authorize them to enter into 
contracts with SEED for evaluation 
work. 
It calls for an appropriation of 
$690,000 for each of the next two fiscal 
years, $52,000 each year for contracts, 
and $7,500 each year for legislative 
monitoring. 
Schools offering the program would 


be required to teach each disad­ 
vantaged pupil four times a week in 
classes 40 to 60 minutes in duration.

It is interesting that the threshold 
can vary at different times in the same 
person. People who have a high 
tolerance may, under special cir­ 
cumstances, react more intensely than 
at other times. 
Dr. Hans Selye of Canada is con­ 
sidered one of the foremost specialists 
on stress and its effect on the body 
organs. Dr. Selye believes that there 
are stages by which man adapts 
himself to stress. The first is the alarm 
reaction, a response to infection, bum, 
injury or emotional tension. 
The second phase is the stage of 
resistance during which the hormones 
and chemicals of the body are called 
into action to defend all the organs 
against the emotional or physical 
attack. When the body is unable to 
adapt itself to the stress, diseases of

Grand Jury 
Ignores

CLEVELAN D, Ohio (A P )- The 
Cuyahoga County Grand Jury has 
refused to indict former Cleveland City 
Council President Edmund J. Turk for 
destruction of initiative petitions. 


County Prosecutor John T. Corrigan 
said the issue probably will be drop­ 
ped. 


The county Board of Elections had 
given Corrigan the results of a hearing 
into the matter after Turk admitted 
tearing up several petitions. But Turk 
said the petitions he destroyed had 
been illegally circulated by city em­ 
ployes. 


State law prohibits the destruction of 
“ lawfully circulated” petitions. 
Turk since has been appointed 
chairman of the Public U tilities 
Commission of Ohio, although the 
Senate has declined to confirm the 
appointment until the petition charges 
were resolved. 


The board also turned over its 
hearing transcript to the U.S. at­ 
torney’s office, but federal officials so 
far have taken no action. 
Grand Jury Foreman Edward F. 
Rybka said he “ saw no reason for the 
indictment whatsoever. This is a dead 
issue as far as we’re concerned,” he 
said. “ We listened to testimony of both 
parties—and we don’t see anything 
wrong.”

Accused By FTC 


O n Flam m ability 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Federal 
Trade Commission Wednesday ac­ 
cused 26 chemical firms of knowingly 
advertising and selling combustible 
plastics as nonburning or self- 
extinguishing. 
The class action complaint also 
named a trade association and a 
testing firm as defendants. 
The plastics involved are the 
cellular, or foamed, polyurethane and 
all forms of polystyrene and its 
copolymers. More than one billion 
pounds 
of 
these 
plastics 
were 
marketed in 1972 for use in con­ 
struction and home furnishings. 
The plastics are used for insulation, 
furniture cushioning and bedding, 
panels and siding, cabinets, chairs, 
tables, pipes and lighting and plum­ 
bing fixtures. 
They also are used in commercial 
airliners and in the trouble-plagued 
Skylab space station. 
The FTC alleged the plastics spread 
flame more rapidly and increase the 
likelihood of flashover—when a fire in 
one part of a room suddenly engulfs 
the entire room or 
structure— 
generate extreme heat and produce 
amounts of toxic smoke. 


IX3S ANG EIjES (A P) — Federal 
immigration agents are stepping up a 
drive against Mexicans* entering the 
United States illegally. 
More than 2,000 illegal aliens — most 
of them from I^atin America — have 
been arrested in a series of raids, the 
largest in California in three years, 
and officials said the mass crackdown 
will continue indefinitely. 
Donald T. Williams, acting director 
of

U.S. 
Im m igration 
and 
Naturalization Service, said the raids 
were ordered because routine in­ 
vestigative efforts have been unable to 
cope with the growing number of 
aliens. 
Estimates of how many illegal aliens 
from Mexico are in the United States 
vary, but most authorities agree there 
are more than one million, with more 
than 250,000 in Southern California. 
Texas also has a large number. 
Aliens ineligible for permanent 
residency are returned to Mexico. But 
the deportation is sometimes short­ 
lived. 
State To Pay 
Back W ages 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - A 
spokesman for Gov. John Gilligan said 
Wednesday the state probably will pay 
65,000 state and university employes 
salary raises denied them in 1972 by 
the Federal Pay Board. 


Ohio’s 10th District Court of Appeals 
Tuesday ordered the state to pay the 
raises. 
“ I would think, barring some action 
by a higher court, we’d go ahead and 
pay it,” said Robert Tenenbaum, 
Gilligan’s press secretary. 
“ I can’t imagine that we’d appeal 
the decision,” Tenenbaum said. “ We 
were defendants in the case but the 
administration has been for making 
the pay raise retroactive all along.” 
Tenenbaum said money for the 
raises has been encumbered and is 
available to pay the raises. 
Herschel Sigall, executive director 
of 
the 
State 
Employes 
Union, 
estimated the amount would range 
between $7 million and $10 million. 
Sigall said it was “ the first decision 
of its kind” that reversed a pay board 
decision. 
Sigall said the amount of back pay 
will range from $160 to more than $200 
per person. 
The governor and State Auditor 
Joseph 
Ferguson 
were 
named 
defendants in the suit filed by the State 
Employes Union in February, 1972. 
Sigall said Gilligan and the 109th 
General Assembly approved the 
raises, which were to take effect in 
December, 1971. 
'Hie Federal Pay Board rejected the 
pay increases in February, but later 
permitted them to take effect in 
March, 1972. 
“ The legislative intent was clear and 
the law of state sovereignty required 
that the money be paid," Sigall said.

them down,” recalled one man who 
was caught after IO years and qualified 
for residency. 
“ We can’t keep them from coming 
in," Williams asserted. “ I>ast year 
there were 27 million border crossings 
at Tijuana, and if you question people, 
others have to wait. The complaints 
flood in, and there is constant pressure 
for less enforcement.” 
What harm do the aliens do? 
“ They attend schools at taxpayers’ 
expense, they take jobs that normally 
would go to Americans, and many of 
them go on welfare and use other 
public social services,” Williams said. 
Melvin Sherman, director of the 
International Institute, a Las Angeles- 
based agency that has been helping 
aliens for 60 years, disagreed. 
“ Immigrants legal and illegal— 
come here to work,” Sherman said. 
‘And it is a myth that they take jobs 
away from Americans. 
“ This country has always relied on 
an underclass to do undesirable jobs. 
Now, with such liberal welfare 
benefits, our underclass Americans 
don’t want to be field hands, maids or 
janitors,” Sherman added. 
“ But if you come from a country 
where $1.50 is a fortune, you don’t 
mind those jobs, and that’s where the 
illegal aliens fulfill a vital function 
here.” 


Nevertheless, California’s Social 
Welfare 
Board has termed the 
presence of illegal aliens from Mexico 
a major problem. 


In the raids in May, immigration 
officers were aided by a “ sizable 
force” of U.S. Border Patrol agents 
brought here from other parts of the 
country. 


But Williams has said manpower is 
not the solution. 
“ If we had more officers, we would 
just arrest more people, and there 
wouldn’t be enough jails and courts to 
handle them,” he said.

U.S. To OpposeOhio Pay Order 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—An official 
of the U.S. Justice Department’s 
Economic Stabilization Section said 
Wednesday the federal government 
intends to litigate an Ohio court deci­ 
sion granting back pay raises to state 
employes. 


Tuesday Ohio’s 10th District Court of 
Appeals ruled that the state must pay 
employes salary hikes which were 
denied by the Federal Pay Board 
during the first two and a half months 
of 1972. 


Stanley D. Rose, deputy chief of the 
Economic Stabilization Section, said 
the retroactive payments would 


violate the Economic Stabilization Act 
of 1970. 
The appeals court ruling was a 
surprise to federal attorneys since “as 
far as we’re concerned the case is 
already in federal court,” Rose added. 
A petition to transfer the case to U.S. 
District Court here was filed by the 
U.S. attorney on April 19. Rose said the 
Justice Department believed that 
autom atically transferred jurisdic­ 
tion. 
The suit for the retroactive pay 
raises was filed by the State Employes 
Union shortly after the Federal Pay 
Board ruled that the raise voted by the 
legislature could take effect in March,

1972, but not Jan. I, as the legislature 
provided. 
The state court ruled on the case 
saying the issue was “whether state 
officials can refuse to obey state law.” 
The court referred to the legislation 
granting the pay raise. 

John Gilligan’s 
administration indicated it would not 
appeal the ruling. 
“ We were defendants in the case, but 
the administration has been for 
making the pay raise retroactive all 
along,” said Robert Tenenbaum, the 
governor’s press secretary. 
The back pay totals an estimated 
$8.3 million, and Tenenbaum said 
money for the raise has been en­ 
cumbered and is available to pay 
them. 
State Personnel Director Joseph 
Sommer said he has asked the at­ 
torney general’s office to analyze the

ASHLAND, Ky. (AP) - An Ashland 
service station operator says the only 
way independent dealers “ have a 
chance is to go to court” to seek 
reversal of major oil company supply 
cutbacks. 
C.C. Hayes is suing the Standard Oil 
Co. of Kentucky and its parent firm 
Standard Oil of California for recent 
reductions in his gasoline allotments, 
and Wednesday urged other dealers 
like him to turn to the courts for help. 
Hayes filed suit against Standard Oil 
earlier this month in Boyd County 
Circuit Court at Catlettsburg. His suit 
contends a planned 45,000-gallon 
cutback would put him out of business. 
“ The only way independents have a 
chance is to go to court, Hayes said. 
“ I’d have been out of business 20 days 
ago if I hadn’t sued.” 
Standard Oil is seeking to take the 
action out of circuit court and into 
federal jurisdiction, but Hayes’ at­ 
torney Kelley Asbury has filed a 
motion against the move with the cir­ 
cuit court. 
Asbury said the suit was filed under 
Kentucky law and involves no federal 
question. “ It is a question of unfair 
trade practices,” he said.

Elsewhere, the report said, the 1973 
com crop was 85 per cent planted in 
the south Atlantic and south central 
areas, about the same as for May 27 
last year. 
Cotton planting advanced also, to 78 
per cent completed as of May 27, 
compared with about 85 per cent a 
year earlier. 
Soybeans, which can be planted later 
than corn, were reported behind 
normal because farmers were con­ 
centrating on com fields, the depart­ 
ment said, By May 27, about one-third 
of the north central region’s crop had 
been planted, compared with 54 per 
cent normally.

“ IOO Hamburgers—The Getting Thin 
Book” was written for the child whose 
problem is his weight. This book takes 
a humorous, yet sympathetic ap­ 
proach to this problem and shows the 
child how to attack it. Children’s 
problems are sometimes more easily 
solved if they realize that other 
children have the same problems, and 
that you can approach these problems 
with a good attitude. This book was 
written by Mary Lynn Solot, and 
illustrated by Paul Galdone.

Bulk buyers traditionally have 
purchased surplus fuel the major 
companies had left after supplying 
their stations.

Now the .shortage has created a 
seller’s market. The companies say 
they don’t want to bid because they 
don t have the supply to meet the over­ 
all demand. Observers note they also 
make more money on their retail 
trade. 
New Jersey invited 24 firms to bid on 
a bulk gas contract and got one 
response. Frank M. Papale Jr., 
director of the state’s Division of 
l^irchase and Property, said the bill 
will be $384,000 more than last year.

Montana Petroleum Association. 
Would-be buyers will have to compete 
in the market place for fuel just like 
everybody else, he said. 


Conrad Talk 
In Secret 
Draws Fire 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Skylab I commander Charles Conrad 
Jr. has had a private radio talk with 
his bosses. But the space agency 
apologized and said it won’t happen 
again unless an astronaut is sick, in 
serious trouble or feeling homesick. 
Conrad, in a move unprecedented in 
the American civilian space program, 
asked for and received permission on 
Tuesday for a private conversation on 
operational matters with top Johnson 
Space Center officials. 
Mission control granted the request 
swiftly, since the Skylab rules per­ 
mitted such an arrangement only in 
the event of illness, “ an extreme 
emergency” or for a morale-boosting 
chat with an astronaut’s family. 
But the conversation, according to a 
statement released later, was little 
more than a man-to-man chat about 
life aboard Hie world’s largest, slightly 
troubled space station. 
John P. Donnelly, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
deputy administrator of public affairs, 
protested that the chat was improper 
and sought to bead off a re-occurrence. 
In contrast to many government 
agencies, NASA is required by its 
charter to (‘(induct an open program. 
Congress insisted ii (Min this policy 
wlien the space agency was created. 
The announced intent of an open policy 
was to demonstrate that America 
could explore space without the 
secrecy that still shields tin* Russian 
program from international scrutiny.

The growth of outdoor industries 
over the past decade has been nothing 
short of phenomenal, especially in the 
field of camping equipment and 
vehicles. 
Recreational spending has jumped 
27 per cent since 1967 compared with 
an increase in total personal ex­ 
penditures of 12 per cent, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce reports. 
But, while the great outdoors has 
lured many to invest substantial sums 
in family camping, not everybody has 
found the dividends rewarding. 


At first glance camping appears to 
be the ideal way to travel cheaply. Not 
necessarily. It depends on initial cost 
and how often you camp. 
The least expensive way to go is by 
tent. A family of four could buy a tent 
and all other equipment for about $300. 
At the opposite cost extreme is the 
motor home which sells for up to 
$20,000 depending on size, model, 
options and manufacturer. 
Neither is the perfect answer, nor is 
any single camping unit priced be­ 
tween the cheapest and costliest. 
A tent is highly mobile but it leaves 
much to be desired in extremely bad

weather. And a station wagon, car-top 
carrier or trailer is virtually a necessi­ 
ty to tote all the accessories that make 
tenting enjoyable for most families. 
Even the super deluxe motor homes 
have drawbacks. Unless you carry* 
auxiliary transportation, for example, 
a quick trip from the campground into 
town for a loaf of bread becomes a 
major undertaking. 
A travel trailer, pickup camper or 
fold-out camper could be acceptable 
compromises but, there again, initial 
investment should be considered along 
with all the convenience factors. 
E very body’s money, a publication of 
the Credit Union National Association, 
recently broke down camping costs. 
Everybody’s Money pointed out that 


based on average motel costs, a family 
of four would have to use a $3,000 
camper 28days a year for six years for 
it to pay for itself. 
All costs aside, however, mutual 
enjoyment is the fundamental purpose 
of family camping, and it is surprising 
how many people overlook that 
essential consideration. 
The only way for first-time campers 
to learn if they like it is to get out and 
try,'and the cheapest way to try is with 
rental equipment. 
Not only does renting introduce you 
to camping without a major in­ 
vestment but the experience of several 
trips afield will be a profitable guide in 
choosing the type of gear to purchase 
later on. 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (A P) - 
Iceland and Britain have called the 
attention of the United Nations to their 
escalating cod war, but neither asked 
for any action by the Security Council. 
In a letter to the Council on Tuesday, 
the British accused Iceland of 
aggression and violating the U.N. 
charter. It said an Icelandic gunboat’s 
shelling of the British trawler Everton 
last Saturday was “ the latest and 
gravest of a series” of hostile actions 
that have taken an “ increasingly 
dangerous form.” 
British Charge d’Affaires Kenneth 
I). Jamieson visited 
Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim to express his 
government’s concern over the dispute 
stemming from Iceland’s 
proc­ 
lamation last September that its 
territorial waters extended 50 miles 
offshore. 
Britain and West Germany refused 
to recognize the extension beyond the 
12-mile limit because their trawlers 
have fished the disputed waters for 
generations. Recently, British navy 
ships moved inside the 50-mile limit to 
protect British trawlers defying 
Iceland’s ban. 
Also on Tuesday, Iceland’s foreign 
minister, Einar Agustsson, wrote the 
Security Council asking it to “ regard 
the presence of British warships in our 
fishing zone as a threat to peace.” The 
letter said Iceland reserved the right 
to bring the dispute before the council 
later for “ appropriate action.” 
Agustsson told newsmen in Reyk­ 
javik, Iceland’s capital, that his 
government rejects suggestions that 
Secretary-General Joseph Duns of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
act as a peacemaker between Iceland

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Nixon 
administration is flirting with a 
proposal to raise the federal gasoline 
tax by four to five cents a gallon, 
despite a campaign pledge last year 
against boosting taxes. 
The administration is waiting for 
reaction 
from 
Congress 
before 
deciding on whether to propose an 
increase in the current four-cents-a- 
gallon federal gasoline tax. 
As a revenue producer the raise 
would 
be a potent tiger 
in 
the 
Treasury’s tank. The government said 
that for each one cent of additional 
gasoline tax, $1 billion would be 
brought in. For fiscal 1974, this would 
mean a balanced budget. 
Deputy Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, said Tuesday a decision is 
expected in “ the very near future.” 
As for President Nixon’s pledge last 
year not to boost taxes in his second 
term, Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz said, “ The President will have 
to decide what’s best under the cir­ 
cumstances.” 
An increase in the federal gasoline 
tax would likely be passed on to con­ 
sumers, as this is permitted under 
federal price controls. 
Treasury officials said that if the 
administration decides to go with the 
proposal, it could be sold to the public 
because it would help conserve 
gasoline by discouraging sales, help 
balance the budget, and cut down on 
air pollution by encouraging more use 
of mass transit and car-pooling in 
metropolitan areas. 
But Simon said a major drawback is 
that the hike would hurt low-income 
people more than other income brack­ 
ets. 
The administration has not settled 
on a figure for its tax proposal, but 
some officials indicated that most of 
the thinking is centered around an in­ 
crease of four or five cents.

Gray contends he’s a leader who trys 
to get "a concensus rather than go in 
gung-ho and say, This is the way we’re 
going to do it.’” 
Shooting for a concensus has back­ 
fired on him once this session. He

sI Johncock Wins Wreck-Filled, Rainy 'Indy' 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 57th 
Indianapolis 500-mile race ended as it 
began—in tragedy and in the rain. 
Gordon Johncock was awarded the 
victory Wednesday, two weeks after 
Art Pollard was killed in a crash dur­ 
ing practice, two days after David 
“ Salt" Walther was burned badly in an 
aborted start of the race, and two 
hours after driver Swede Savage was 
critically injured and a crewman 
killed. 
The triumph by the small and 
dapper Johncock was witnessed by 
and estimated 20,000 spectators 
surrounded by more than 200,000 
empty seats at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. 
“ I have been running races for 18 
years, a lot of them very frustrating, 
but this has made it all worth it,” said 
Johncock. 
The race was red-flagged to a halt 
after 133 laps—3321? miles—because of 
rain When asked if he was happy the

rain came, Johncock replied: “ No, I’d 
like to have seen it go 500 miles.” 
He said the only really anxious 
moment for him in the race was in one 
of the early laps when another car 
almost pressed him against the wall in 
the third turn. 
“The traffic eased up in the latter 
part of the race and it was very 
comfortable riding those last laps.” 
If the rain made Johncock unhappy, 
he was certainly among the majority. 


A record crowd of more than 300,000 
swarmed into the Speedway Monday 
when rain w ashed out the race about 20 
minutes after the multiple-car crash in 
which Walther was seriously injured. 


About 175,000 showed up Tuesday, 
only to watch the rain come again. And 
gloom and dampness also were the 
order of the day Wednesday. But, after 
a 5-hour, IO minute wait, the race got 
started without incident. 
Johncock averaged 159.014 miles per

hour for the shortest race in the event’s 
long history. The race was over in 2 
hours, 5 minutes and 27.66 seconds. 
The shortest previous Indy was in 
1950 when Johnny Parsons was given 
the victory after 138 laps, also because 
of rain. 
The 36-year-old Johncock is ex­ 
pected to get more than $200,000 in 
prize money from the third straight 
Indy purse of more than $1 million. 
Johncock beat Billy Vukovich by I 
minute, 25 seconds, while third place 
went unofficially to Roger McCluskey. 
Mel Kenyon placed fourth and Gary 
Bettenhausen was fifth. 
Savage, 26, of Santa Ana, Calif., was 
involved in the second serious accident 
in his career. He was critically injured 
in a sports car race at Ontario, Calif., 
in 1971. 
He was reported in critical condition 
at Methodist Hospital in Indianapolis 
with fractured legs and burns on his 
face. arms and right hand.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
ABC 
T elevision 
network 
tonight 
is airing 
a 
com­ 
mendable study of nuclear 
energy as a major solution to 
the nation’s energy crisis. 
Alas, the show has a crisis of 
its own. 
It’s about energy, but lacks 
it. 
Entitled 
“Tile 
Energy 
Crisis: The Nuclear Alterna­ 
tive,” it is a dull primer on 
the 
proliferation 
and 
problems of nuclear-powered 
electric generating plants in 
the United States. 
The plants have aroused 
much controversy, but you’d 
wonder why if this program 
were your sole guide to the 
subject. I fs so low-key and 
dispassionate, it may cause 
slumber instead of interest. 
To 
its credit, it 
does 
correctly em phasize that 
there’ll be no mushroom 
cloud of an atomic explosion 
even if the worst happens at a 
nuclear plant; the plants are 
in no way potential A-bombs. 
And it does let opposing 
factions on the show discuss 
at length the safety of nuclear 
power plants, where the pri­ 
mary danger in a major acci­ 
dent would be a “venting” of 
radioactive matter into the 
air or ground. 
But nowhere in the show is 
there a specific example of 
any kind of mishap or in­ 
cident at a nuclear power 
plant. 
Such 
an 
example, 
with 
illustrations 
and 
expert 
opinion on what went wrong 
and why, would have greatly 
helped 
view ers 
decide 
whether present safeguards 
are adequate or if more are 
needed. 
According to an Atomic 
E n e r g y 
C o m m i s s i o n 


spokesman, there has been 
only one radiological a c­ 
cident—which he defined as a 
serious incident resulting in 
plant damage or human in­ 
jury—in the history of any 
commercial nuclear plant in 
the United States. 
He said no one was hurt in 
that accident, which occurred 
in the reactor section of a 
small plant near Detroit in 
1966. 
Through the show, we visit 
operating plants, hear ex­ 
perts and critics of AFX’ 
safety guidelines, visit the 
worlds of thermal pollution 
and nuclear waste storage 
and examine other potential 
sources of power. 
All this makes the show 
seem too broad and diffuse! 
For my dough, it would have 
had far more impact had it 
truly concentrated on 
the 
continuing debate over the 
safety of 
nuclear power 
plants.

NEW YORK (A P) - How 
well does your baby see? Eye 
specialists can now examine 
a toddler’s vision even before 
he can talk. 
Dr. Alden N. Haffner, 
consultant to the Society for 
Visual Care, recommends 
that babies’ eyes should be 
tested no later than age 3. 
“ In fact, children between I 
and 3 respond more rapidly to 
corrective therapy than older 
children,’’ he said. “ We often 
see patients as young as six 
months at the Infants’ Vision 
Clinic, a recently established 
department of the Optometric 
Center of New York.’’ 
The examinations indicate 
whether treatment shoud In* 
prescribed. 
In a majority of cases, 
proper 
eye 
exercise 
or 
therapeutic lenses may solve 
most existing problems, Dr. 
Haffner said. 
Eye specialists agree that 
millions of American children 
are poor learners because of 
poor visual abilities and that 
many of the disabilities go 
undetected for years. The 
time to treat inadequate 
vision is before the child 
enters grade school, Haffner 
added. 
“ There is no reason why a 
child 
should 
suffer 
the 
psychological 
scars 
of 
problems caused by un­ 
corrected, 
inadequate 
vision,” 
he 
emphasized. 
“ Children may be frustrated 
in adapting to life if vision 
handicaps them in school 
performance or play ac­ 
tivities. 
“ For instance, examination 
of one 11-year-old child in 
public school during a visual 
screening revealed her vision 
was so poor that she was 
mislabeled legally blind or 
heavily myopic. 
“ No one had previously 
bothered to take the time to 
examine her thoroughly. Arid 
because there was a language 
problem, there was poor 
communication between the 
doctor and the little girl. 


Heartworm 
Disease Comes 


From Mosquitoes 


CHICACiO (AP) — Many dogs an­ 
nually fall victim to canine heartworm 
disease, which in its advanced stages 
causes impaired breathing, coughing, 
listlessness and weight loss. If not 
detected and treated, the disease can 
lead to extensive organ damage and 
death, warns the American Veterinary 
Medical Assn. 
Canine heartworm disease is caused 
by long w flite worms called Dirofilaria 
immitis. The disease can reach ad­ 
vanced stages and even cause death 
before signs become apparent to the 
owner. In its early stages heartworm 
disease can be detected using a blood 
test. Sometimes an infected dog will 
have adult worms but no larvae in the 
blood. To confirm the infection in these 
cases, a veterinarian must use X-rays 
and other laboratory tests. 
Technically known as dirofilariasis, 
canine heartworm disease is trans­ 
mitted by mosquitoes. When biting an 
infected dog, a mosquito may take up 
blood containing larval forms of the 
heartworm that are microscopic in 
size. After a 2-week incubation period 
in the mosquito, the larvae become 
infective. If the larvae are transmitted 
by the mosquito to another dog, they 
migrate through the body to the heart.

Principals in the Antioch College 
strike will meet today with the Greene 
County sheriff before a preliminary in­ 
junction to reopen the college is en­ 
forced. 
Greene County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Dan Aultman, who granted the 
injunction Wednesday, called a 
meeting with Greene County Sheriff 
Russell Bradley, the attorneys in the 
hearing and college officials. 
Bradley said Wednesday he hoped to 
find a way to reopen the campus 
without physical confrontation. 
Antioch has been closed since April 
20 by students striking for guaranteed 
financial aid. The injunction suit was 
filed by students who wished to return 
to school. 
“ A properly-enrolled student has a 
legal right to access to facilities 
required to pursue his education,” 
Aultman said in granting the in­ 
junction. “ It is a denial of his rights 
and a violation of his rights to deny 
him that access.” 
College officials, who were named 
defendants, will decide whether to 
appeal the injunction after today's 
meeting. 
The injunction restrains strikers 
from locking or barricading buildings 
and threatening anyone attempting to 
enter the buildings. 
Dean 
Ew ell 
Reagin 
testified 
Tuesday that students would receive 
credit and that seniors would graduate 
despite the strike. Some instructors 
have conducted classes in homes and 
offices for non-striking students.

College officials say that because of 
threatened cuts in federal aid they can 
guarantee financial assistance to low 
and middle income students for more 
than two years.

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President's Pals 
Gl Denies Aiding, Abetting Enemy

On Bank Charter 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Two men 
who negotiated separate personal real 
estate deals with President Nixon are 
principals in a new bank that sought 
and received its federal charter be­ 
tween the dates of the land tran­ 
sactions. 
A presidential spokesman says no 
one at the White House was involved in 
the bank charter. Records at the 
comptroller of the currency’s office 
show nothing out of the ordinary about 
the charter grant to Hudson Valley 
National Bank of Yonkers, N Y. 
The two men are Robert Abplanalp, 
a multimillionaire industrialist, and 
William El 
Griffin Jr., a Yonkers 
attorney who handles legal work for 
Abplanalp and his business. 
Abplanalp was disclosed Friday as 
the owner for the* past 2*2 years of 
much of the grounds at Nixon’s San 
Clemente, Calif., retreat. He paid 
$1,249,000 for the* land within the walled 
Nixon compound on Dec . 15, 1970. 17 
months earlier, he had loane*d Nixon 
$625,000 so the President initially could 
buy the seaside property.

The bank organizers made their first 
approach to the regional office of the 
comptroller of the currency in April 
1971, four months after Abplanalp 
purchased the San Clemente land.

was 
received Aug. ll, 1971. The comp­ 
troller of the currency signed his 
approval Dec. 21, 1971. Tile bank 
opened for business May 13, 1972. 
Griffin acted as agent for the bank 
and was one of seven organizers. He 
purchased $125,000 of the original $2.5 
million stock issue, the same amount 
as most of the other organizers. 
Abplanalp has never been listed as 
an organizer or director. 
But he 
purchased $115,000 in stock, highest of 
any non-organizer stockholder. An 
Abplanalp spokesman said a number 
of other employes at Abplanalp’s 
Precision Valve Corp 
purchased 
lesser amounts of the bank stock 
A spokesman for the comptroller of

Reds Use Tanks 
In South Vietnam 


SAIGON (A P) - The South Viet­ 
namese government thinks a Com­ 
munist tank attack Wednesday near 
Hue was only a probe and not the 
beginning of an offensive against the 
former imperial capital, a government 
spokesman said today. 
It was the first Communist tank 
attack since the cease-fire four months 
ago. 
The Saigon command said North 
Vietnamese or Viet Cong infantrymen 
with three Russian BT76 amphibious 
tanks crossed the Rao Nai river and 
attacked a government position 18 
miles southwest of Hue. 
When the attackers were 300 yards 
from the defense perimeter, the South 
Vietnamese called in artillery that de­ 
stroyed one tank and killed 15 of the 
enemy soldiers, a spokesman said. 
He said the other two tanks fled back 
across the river. One government 
soldier was reported wounded. 
A government communique also 
reported Communist gunners fired 115 
rounds of artillery and mortar fire at 
three other positions west of Hue but 
there were no government casualties. 
Earlier, military sources said they 
were trying to determine the strength 
of the tank force to assess whether the 
attack heralded a new offensive 
against Hue. 
The attacked post is part of a 
defensive arc running through jungled 
mountains west and southwest of the 
city. According to field reports, the 
whole network has come under contin­ 
uous and increasing North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong pressure in recent 
weeks. American sources report at 
least one government position has 
been given up, but the Saigon com­ 
mand has not announced this. 
Meanwhile, the Viet Cong charged 
the United States with a new air attack 
on Communist territory inside South 
Vietnam. It claimed three flights of 
U.S. F4 Phantoms and a C130 bombed 
and strafed around Xom Mat, 75 miles 
north of Saigon, on May 29. The area is 
close to the Cambodian border, and the 
Viet Cong has charged the United 
States with air attacks there before. 
But the United States denied the latest 
charge as it has the previous ones. 
The Viet Cong also charged that the 
South Vietnamese government has
